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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Upon careful consideration, prosecution on the merits of this application is 
reopened on claims 22, 24, and 41 considered unpatentable for the reasons indicated 
below and the finality of the office action mailed February 26, 2003 is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 22, 24, and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 93/19887 (hereafter '887) in view of Rischke et al. (US 
5,512,154). 

'887 discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for step of passing 
an electrical current through an electrically conductive surface for applying a coating of 
liquid electrophoretic photoresist. Rischke teaches steps of applying electrophoretic 
resist layer by passing an electric current through an electrically conductive surface in a 
photoresist bath. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to employ the steps of applying electrophoretic resist 
layer as taught by Rischke on the process of '887 in order to obtain a uniform coating.
